The reply filed on January 3 1, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following oniission(s) or rnatter(s): 

The response to the election of species requirement elects the neurotrophin species nerve growth 
factor (NGF) for prosecution on the merits. However, NGF delivery is not commensurate in scope with 
the scope of the claimed invention. The claims do not read on NGF delivery because the claims explicitly 
recite that the nervous system growth factor is to be delivered to defective, diseased or damaged neurons 
in "cortical tissues containing trkB receptors." NGF binds to the trkA receptor, not the trkB receptor. 
Thus, one of skill in the art would not consider NGF delivery to fall within the scope of the claims. 
Apphcants must elect a species that is commensurate in scope with the scope of the claimed invention. 
Furthermore, upon election of an appropriate species. Applicant is required to provide "a listing of all 
claims readable thereon." See the Office Action mailed 12/29/04 at page 4, second to the last line, 
^propriate correction is required.
